Causes Great Excitement. 

The news of the burning of Green’s 
barn has caused great excitement in 
Owensboro and Daviess county. Green 
was an orphan boy and brought to his 
county and raised by a prominent farm¬ 
er. He accumulated enough money to 
buy a farm, and has always prospered. 
He wns on the best of terms with his 
neighbors and has never antagonized 
the American Society of Equl^. A 
cropper on his farm was ul»o a heavy 
loser. 

To-night a meeting was held at the 
association warehouse, in the western 
part of Owensboro, attended by 500 
American Society of Equity men from 
the Green River district. Guards were 
placed about the factory and no one 
who had not pooled his tobacco was al¬ 
lowed to enter the building.

Daviess county can run her own affairs.

every case of Intimidation."

Farmers Said To Be Arriving. 

Reports are received to the effect 
that farmers who are not members of 
the organization are arming themselves. 
The man in charge of the fire arms de¬ 
partment of a local hardware store said 
to-day that he had sold during the past 
few days a number of rifle3 and shot 
guns as well as quantities of ammuni¬ 
tion. A well-known farmer was seen to 
drive out of the city this afternoon with 
a repeating rifle leaning against the 
seat of his buggy.

Threatened To Shoot. 

J. C. Moseley, whose reply to the 
army of peaceful invasion was quoted 
a few days ago, desires It sruted that ho 
made the statement attributed to him. 
but that he did not speak In thnt man¬ 
ner merely because h^ hud been re¬ 
quested to poo! his tobacco. H»* says 
that after he had conversed with the 
delegation for some time he asked, "If 
I do not see fit to pool my tobacco, then 
wliat?" He says that he was told that 
another army would follow, for whose 
actions the peaceful army would not 
answer, and that if he refused to pool 
he must take the consequences. He 
states that he then said to them, ‘T 
shall arm myself and try to shoot the 
first man who comes to my place." 

A report reached Owensboro to-day 
of one man who replied In kind to the 
statement that violence might be done 
by another army to come, but those in 
this army ‘'would have nothing to do

Vladivostok, Oct. 30.—An exciting lit¬ 
tle naval buttle took place in this har¬ 
bor to-day between the mutinous crew 
of a Russian torpedo boat destroyer 
and their loyal comrades. The mut¬ 
ineers finally were subdued, but not 
before a number of men had been 
killed or wounded. The mutinous boat 
Is the Skory and she gave fight to the 
gunboat Mnndschur. th© destroyers 
Garsovoz. Smely and Serditz, and the 
garrison of one of the harbor forts, 
manned by the Twelfth regiment of 
artillery. The Skory soan was over¬ 
whelmed and she had to be beached to 
save her from sinking. This was not 
accomplished, however, before her guns 
had done considerable damage and sev¬ 
eral officers and men uf the other ships 
had been killed or wounded. 

The crew of the Skory were Incited 
by agitators, including some Jews, who 
managed to get on board and take 
charge of the destroyer. She steamed 
out into the harbor with the red flag, 
flying and at once opened fire on the 
town and forts. A gunboat and three 
destroyers went out to engage her, and 
with the aid of the forts soon had the 
Skory riddled and helpless. She then 
turned and ran through the surf and 
was beached. Those members of the 
crow who had not been killed or In¬ 
jured by the gun fire were arrested by 
soldiers as they made their way to land. 
Among the killed are, Capt. Kurosch. 
commander of the torpedo boat Ravy, 
and Lieut. Stoer, commander of the 
Skory. Lieut. Vosslllef, commanding 
the Serditz, was wounded. Several peo¬ 
ple In Vladivostok were killed by shells 
from the Skory. The town hAs been 
declared in a state of siege.

General made the important announce¬ 
ment to-day that, regardless of an 
agreement or disagreement with the at¬ 
torneys for the rectifiers, who ure now 
conferring with him on the question of 
a test case on the pure food ad pro¬ 
vision relative to the labeling of whis¬ 
ky, the department would not hold oth¬ 
er cases In abeyance ponding the de¬ 
termination of test cases. 

In other words, no dealer can delay 
labeling his goods as directed by the 
Attorney General's dec.sion beaus© a 
test case Is pending in the courts. Hold¬ 
ing ull cases in abeyance has been on. 
of the main points contended for by th. 
attorneys for the rectifiers. In fact, 
the settlement of this phase of the sub¬ 
ject U more important than an agree¬ 
ment on a test case, as In any even 
the courts would pass on the subject— 
agreement or no agreement. 


The denial of Senator Charles Carro 1 
yesterday that the Senate Investiga¬ 
ting Committee had learned anything 
from R. K. Smith, of any contribution 
from the American Tobacco Company 
or any other tobacco company to the 
Democratic campaign fund four years 
ago was further confirmed yesterday 
by C. C. McChord.

This was settled defi¬ 
nitely at a meeting of the society here 
to-day, the resolution adopted by the 
executive committee to the effect that 
no 1908 crop of Burley tobacco be raised 
being indorsed unanimously by more 
than 1,000 members. 

This decision of the Burley people 
may result in the growers of all the 
different types of tobacco determining 
to follow* suit. The question will be 
discussed by the delegates to the Na¬ 
tional Tobacco Growers’ Association, 
who are In session here, and it is likely, 
according to an officer of the associa¬ 
tion, that some action will be taken be¬ 
fore the close of the meeting on Friday. 
Allied with the National Tobacco 
Growers' Association are the Burley 
Tobacco Society, the Stemming Tobac¬ 
co Society, the Dark Tobacco Society, 
the Green River Tobacco Society and 
the Planters’ Protective Association, 
of Tennessee.

No More Burley. 


Fort's address was an attack on trusts ffinTTrim Y . fit-v

VV 1 Jult 
lar. His address paved the way for the 
address of Col. Harry Weissinger, who 
followed and who declared that the only 
way to meet the trust was by refusing 
to raise the 1908 crop. 

Mr. Fort said that the question pre¬ 
eminent before the American people 
was whether or not there are individual 
rights whether the corporation should 
rule the tobacco growing business or 
the individual. He referred to the way 
trusts are gobbling up the earnings and 
profits of individual producers, and 
spoke of a trust as a thing that knows 
no power other than that of wringing 
dollars from the pqpr. 

"Money is the root of all evil, and is 
the root of the trust," said Mr. Fort, 

’Tru^ are robbing the people, hurt¬ 
ing tho country, but what's the use of 
talking so generally? 1 want to be 
specific. I ccm going after the American 
Tobacco Company, which, after it was 
caught robbing the poor, pleaded in de¬ 
fense, ‘Are we not putting our em¬ 
ployes on the pension roll? When I 
speak of the American Tobacco Com- 
l»any, the Italian Regy and the Ameri¬ 
can Tobacco Company." 


Theft Says Mr. Fort 


"Gentlemen," continued Mr. Fort, 
"you are letting thJfc combine steal from 
3 f i»u; you are letting them come to you 
and say, ’You shall take tills much for 
your tobacco. There U nobody else to 
take it* " 

The speaker was interrupted by wild 
applause. Clapping of hands, shrieking, 
whibtiing. encoring were the various 
methods used by the tobacco growers io 
demonstrate the fact that tneir senti¬ 
ments were thoroughly In accord with 
those of Mr. Fort. 

The applause laid hardly subsided 
when those present were again forced 
to express themselves audibly by this 
remark *>f Mr. Fort: "In my country 
we had to have guards to protect the 
members of the association against as¬ 
sassination." 

"If any of you are In company with 
the American Tobacco Company," de¬ 
clared Mr. Fort, "you ougnt to be 
spanked. I wouldn’t be caught dead on 
tin* property of ttiis trust." 

In the closing part of his address Mr. 
Fort said that one-sixth of the wealth 
of this country Ik controlled by 5,000 
people, of whom John D. Rockefeller is 
a top-notchcr. Mr. Rockefeller, de¬ 
clared Mr. Fort, is the principal stock¬ 
holder of the American Tobacco Com¬ 
pany.

Col. Weissinger Sjjeaks. 


The Burley Tobacco Society to-day 
decided not to raise any more tobacco 
in 1908, while the other societies are 
already enforcing a resolution to the 
effect that tho acreage of tobacco 
patches be curtailed and only that 
amount of tobacco placed on the mar¬ 
ket absolutely pt'cessary to carry on 
the bus ness. Oh account of this lean¬ 
ing of the various associations toward 
a temporary suspension of tobacco 
growing/ lt la more than likely, accord¬ 
ing to an officer of the association, th it 
the delegates to the national meeting 
will adopt some measure in pursuance 
to a similar course adopted by tho 
Burley people. 

a. B. Lee. secretary and treasurer 
of the association, said: "The question 
will be considered in all Its details. 
I am unable to predict how the winds 
will blow, but judging from the way 
things arc now it seems to me that 
the national association will adopt a 
similar course ns that adopted by the 
Burley people." ^ ^ 

Much Enthusiasm. 


The unanimous adoption of the reso* 
Jutlon by the Burley people yesterday 
was led up to by addresses, which 
aroused much enthusiasm among those 
present by Col. Harry Weissinger, the 
Hon. Joel E. Ford, of Tennessee, and 
Campbell Can trill, of Scott county, all 
of whom spoke In favor of not raising 
a 1908 crop, substantiating oil their re¬ 
marks by common-sense argument. 
Mr. Ford, with his graceful oratory, 
impressed the members of the society 
with the wrongs that the trust are com¬ 
mitting on them; Col. Weissinger gave 
as a remedy for these wrongs a deci¬ 
sion not to raise a 1908 crop, and Mr.

He* 
declared that since there Is but one 
buyer the tobacco growers rfiust or¬ 
ganize into one seller so that they 
can get a reasonable profit on their 
products.

Tashkent Russian Turkistan, Oct. 
30.—The little town of Karatagh In 
the Hussar district of Bokhara, has 
overwhelmed and completely destroyed 
by a landslide that followed the earth¬ 
quake of October 21. According to the 
latest reports of the disaster a major¬ 
ity of the inhabitants of Karatagh lost 
their lives. 

The first reports of tho casualties 
were exaggerated, the death list being 
placed ns high ?is fifteen thousand. 
Karatagh Itns about 2.000 dwellers and 
there Is reason to believe that About 
fifteen hundred were buried alive. 
Among those who survived the disin¬ 
ter are the Governor of Karatagh and 
bis mother. 

Karatagh is remotely situated, and It 
takes a full week for news to get out 
from there, but according to one courier 
who has come through, an enormous 
section of the Karatagh muntain, which 
practically hung over th© town, broke 
loose and thundered down upon the vil¬ 
lage, which is almost completely buried. 

Efforts are being made to get Into 
communication with the survivors and 
learn tho actual state of affairs and to 
send in such relief as may be required. 


Covington. Ky„ OcL 30.—[Special.]— 
The second tour of William Jen¬ 
nings Bryan through Kentucky In

Washington, Oct. 30.- t -[‘Spr*cial.J—The 
President's order testing the horseman¬ 
ship of officer of the United State* 
army, a subject for levity by the gen¬ 
eral public, has become more of a real¬ 
ity to officers than the mere eating o;

Only the first group of officers who 
took the trial ride has been heard from.

LEADING FACTOR IN THE PRES¬ 
ENT SITUATION. 


NO DANGER OF A PANIC. 


Covington. Ky.. Oct. 30.—[Special.]— 
In discussing the financial situation 
and the causes of the recent flurry be¬ 
fore starting on his trip to-day Mr. 
Bryan said: 

"I think one of the leading causes has 
been the disclosures of crookedness in 
the management of some of the large 
corporations. The investigations have 
shown the mlsappropr.ation, . of funds 
and the wholesale use of corruption in 
securing franchises and In defeating 
needed legislation. It Is natural that 
the rottenness disclosed should cause 
a shrinkage In stocke leading to runs 
on the banking institutions most close¬ 
ly connected with the coiporatlons In¬ 
vestigated. 

• • • 

No Chance For Panic. 

“There is no reason, however, to fear 
any widespread pan e, because the con¬ 
ditions In the couiury are c-nt rely dif¬ 
ferent from those that preceded the 
panic of 1893. In 1893, the people were 
suffering from falling prices and rising 
dollars. They cou d n,.t sell what they 
had for as much as they pa.d for It. 
For the last ten years, however prices 
have been rising and the dollar falling. 
As a rule people can convert their 
property Into more money than they 
paid for it. 

• • • 

Better Banking Laws Needed. 

“Added to a larger volume of money 
we have had good crops, and people 
are generally employed. Under these 
conditions, I do not see how we can 
have any widespread panic, and the 
only thing that I fear Is that the more 
timid of depositors may becopie un¬ 
necessarily frightened, and withdraw 
their deposits, thus embarrassing, the 
banks, and contracting the volume of 
loanable money. This would, of course, 
embarrass business men who carry 
loans at the banks, and If it wns car¬ 
ried far enough, it might seriously ef¬ 
fect business. While it is not possible 
to pass new laws on the spur of the 
moment to give immediate relief, each 
new' panic emphasizes the Importance 
of better banking laws. What the de¬ 
positor wants is absolutely security, 
and he is entitled to it. He deposits 
his money because he wan.s to draw 
it out again, and I have for many years 
believed that we ought to make the de¬ 
positors secure by the colIecJon of a 
guarantee fund from which all depos¬ 
itors would be paid in case of a bank 
failure. 1 tried to secure the pa sage 
of such a law f when I was In Congress, 
hut it was rppo ed by the larger 1 a ks 
on the ground that the Mg banks would 
have no advantage over the smaller 
ones If all banks were absolutely $flfe 
• • • 

Postal Savings Bank. 


“I do not mean to say that all pan¬ 
ics could be averted, but 1 do b.li ve 
that most panics could be averted In 
that way, and that the severity of 
all panics could be lessened. I may- 
add that the present financial depres¬ 
sion ought to have one good result. 
It ought to show the folly of an asset 
currency*. If business is embarrassed 
because some depositors are afraid of 
the solvency of banks, how- much 
greater would be the dang r if we hid 
a lot of emergency currency in cir¬ 
culation, resting upon assets without 
assurance that the rissets would be 
sufficient to redeem the currency? It 
is bad enough to have people afraid 
that they mny not be able to withdraw 
their money from the banks. It woull 
be worse if they were doubtful about 
the value of the money in their banks “

Made a Decided Hit 


Livingston county has a fertile soil 
and much of it used to be devoted to 
the raising of tobacco, but the price 
went so low through the operations of 
the trust, which eliminated competition, 
that it was no longer profitable to raise 
tobacco and the farmers stopped plant- 
it. Where there were many hundreds 
of acres of it In this county, there are 
now only a few* small patches and sev¬ 
eral prizing houses are In disuse. For 
this reason Judge Hager made a decided 
hit here when he talked of what the 
Democratic party has done for the 
farmers and told how the Democrats 
passed the law authorizing the pooling 
of crops. He said his distinguished op¬ 
ponent had been the attorney for that 
trust which had fought them.

The Russian Douma, 

‘ The elections for members of the 
third Russian Douina are not yet over, 
but th^ constitution of the body is suf¬ 
ficiently indicated by the members al¬ 
ready chosen. The Conservatives form 
Vh6 j-nWe numerous class of those 
chosen, and the Octoberlsts are sec¬ 
ond. The Constitutional Democrats and 
the Radicals are In small numbers. 

This result was brought about, of 
course, by a change in the electoral 
rules, which has excluded a large num¬ 
ber of the Radicals and Constitutional 
Democrats. This Is taken as nn evi¬ 
dence of bad faith on the part of the 
Government, amounting to a denial of 
the 'reforms that were promised. As 
the two preceding Doutnas were, how¬ 
ever. sent home before they had accom¬ 
plished anything, th^ election of anoth¬ 
er like them was not promising. 

There are those who think that the 
third Doumn, being more In accord 
with the purposes of the Government, 
may accomplish something by a more 
conservative course than that which 
marked Its predecessors. This, of 
course, is possible; but so long as the 
Government is resolved In maintaining 
the autocracy unimpaired, it is hard 
to see what the new body of repre¬ 
sentatives can accomplish.

In this neck of the 
woods civilized man’s ever present 
realization of the fact that he cannot 
live without oooks, coupled with tho 
cook’s equally clear conception of con¬ 
ditions. results In liberality to the do¬ 
mestic that is hardly short of actual 
thriftlessness. And even under such 
conditions the tie that binds the cook 
and tho kitchen Ih about as easily 
broken as the crust upon the most per¬ 
fect pte that ever graced a Southern 
table. 

There is more than one unwritten 
law in the South. One of those that Is 
universally observed is that the house¬ 
keeper must not be too inquisitive 
about the methods of the autocrat of 
the breakfast, dinner ahd supper table. 
Especially te this taw observed In the 
country. At tho farm-house kitchen 
the jook and tho housemaid and the 
rvtJ domestic servants and the sis¬ 
ters and the cousins and the aunts of 
each find something more than a crust 
of bread and e stans of water.

Farm Lands As Investments. 

The recent Wall street excitement 
has had little effect upon the minds 
of financier*! In the West, and K does 
not seem probable that the market will 
be long demoralized. Legitimate Amer¬ 
ican securities will come to tlfblr own 
again, and the tight money period \vlll 
he succeeded by easier conditions, but 
while slocks are not altogether a vain 
thing for safety, itgifl more and more ob¬ 
vious from year la year that real es¬ 
tate ih this country offers the brightest 
prospect to actual Investors. 

Only a little while ago millions of 
acres of fine agricultural lands in the 
W. sc invited th** home seeker free of 
cost. The day of free lands is almo5*t 
past. Jn States where fifteen or twen¬ 
ty years ago the imperative peed was 
the man for the m unless land good land 
is now selling at prices commanded by 
the best farms In the Bluegrasa region 
of Kentucky when the West was unde¬ 
veloped. So high have prices grown in 
the trans-Misste*ippl country that 
many home seekers are turning their 
factfe toward the East to settle upon the 
depleted "’soil of the older States, now 
for sale at low- prices, and “bring It up** 
by the use of fertilizers anil scientific 
crop rotation. Irrigation Is bringing 
under cultivation great tracts of for¬ 
merly unproductive land In the arid 
regions, but irrigated land becomes at 
once fancy-priced. The great tide of 
immigration pouring Into the East and 
the extension of railroad systems Into 
the once remote West are serving at 
last to fill the desirable agricultural 
sections of the whole country with 
homes. The Inevitable result must be 
a steady Increase In values. A period 
of financial stringency will, of course, 
affect real estate, but a period of de¬ 
pression usually means stagnation in 
the real estate market rather than 
great actual loss to owners of unin¬ 
cumbered property, and the farm does 
not pass a dividend because of “hard 
times.” though it feels the effect of de¬ 
creased prices for products. 

Kentucky farming lands have been 
steadily increasing for a number of 
years. In the Bluegrass region lands 
that sold for $75 a dozenV years ago 
are selling at $125 or $150 to-day. yet 
conservative capitalists regard them as 
highly from an investment standpoint 
now as they did when they were cheap, 
er. There has been a proportional in¬ 
crease In other sections of the Stale 
and the same measure of confidence in 
th<j future of the farm is manifested. 
The purchaser of Kentucky farming 
lands who seeks investment alone finds 
the soil as safe as a block of Gov¬ 
ernment bonds, and the man of moder¬ 
ate wealth who seeks investment and a 
homo can find nothing better than a 
good piece of country real estate. 

Many business ^pten make $1,000,000 
their goal. Few’ of them Achieve the 
object of their ambitions. Many of 
those who do awa<£e to find themselves 
“wiped out." Those who accumulate 
that amount and do not lose it are only 
moderately well off in the great cities. 
The Investment of a half of a tenth 
of $1,000,000 in a Kentucky farm Insure* 
to anyone complete independence^ com¬ 
parative wealth, residence in a favored 
land, a country gentleman’s establish¬ 
ment, an income cufficlent to provide 
liberally for a large family, time and 
the means for travel, complete freedom 
from financial cares and the certainty 
that h cataclysm tn Wall street will 
not rob him of his holding*. What Is 
truo of Kentucky landB Is true In 
greater or lees degree of lands in other 
agricultural States. The home ibuilder 
of limited means does well to consider 
the farm as the scene of his endeavdrs, 
and the business man who thinks in 
larger figures does well to “salt down" 
a portion of his capital where returns 
are sure, a reasonable Increase in the 
principal almost an absolute certainty 
and total loss impossible. 


The Latest Idea In Tipping. 

To the vast population of Europe 
and America which 1ms been complain¬ 
ing and groaning under the burden of 
the tipping scourge, a Parisian hotel 
proprietor offers a solution. He applies 
his solution to the hotel or restaurant. 
He suggest* as a happy way out that 
in future the customer should ignore 
(the waiter and pay the cashier an ad¬ 
ditional 10 per cent. 

Ingenious and superb as this plan is 
in certain particulars, the Courier- 
Journal must frankly oppose 1L Its 
chief charm lies in the fact that it does 
not comprehend an Increase In the 
gratuity demanded of the customer, 10 
per cent, being the recognized rate of 
pay. That, It must be confessed, is a 
real merit. Howcvor, it is not clear 
that the plan of the Parisian, put Into 
execution, would relieve the customer 
of insults, grimaces and poor service 
as successfully an it would relieve him 
of his hard-earned cash. Of course it 
might be retorted that, since tho prin¬ 
cipal object of a tip is the separation 


of a person from his money, and the 
plan Insures that, such a criticism is 
untenable and the fairness of the retort 
would have to be admitted. Neverthe¬ 
less, if by delivering over the 10 p'.r 
cent, to the waiter you cun escape In¬ 
sults and the like, why fork it Over to 
the proprietor and invite ungentlenian- 
ly behavior from the waiter? Ordina¬ 
rily It is not the proprietor who throws 
dishes at you and hurls adulterated wit 
at you; ordinarily, therefore, it is not 
the proprietor who must be bought off. 
So why, pleasant and nice as it would 
be. go out of one’s w-iy to donate the 
10 per cent, to him? It may be that 
the proprietor deserves the* additional 
recompense for not throwing the 
plates and remarking rude remarks, 
and there may be something in that. 
The proprietor may, indeed, deserve a 
reward for his forbearance. Still, It is 
more reasonable, if cruder, to feel 
that money spent preventing humilia¬ 
tion and assault and battery is better 
spent than if It were devoted to the re¬ 
warding of passive submission to pat¬ 
ronage. 

Despite the virtues of the Parisian 
plan it should not bAhastily adopted in 
the United States. The people must 
move slowly in so momentous a mat¬ 
ter.

The Meat Supply. 

The Bureau of Statistics of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture has Just issued 
bulletin No. 55 on “Meat Supply and 
Surplus,” by George K. Holmes, Chief 
of Division of Foreign Markets. It con¬ 
tains 100 pages and gives a great deal 
of information. 

The bulletin begins with some con¬ 
siderations as to the importance of the 
meat industry. By taking the vurlous 
items of the value of domestic meat 
animals on^ farms and ranges, anlmais 
not on such farms, the value of live 
stock farms, the value of implements 
and the capital of wholesale slaughter¬ 
ing ^establishments, it is figured out 
thaythe capital annually affected by 
the export of surplus meats amounts to 
the great sum of $10,625,059,283. This is 
five-sixths of all the capital invested in 
manufacturing in 1804, and barely un¬ 
der the figures representing the capi¬ 
talization of the net earnings of steam 
railroads June 1, 1804. It is nearly twice 
the value of the real estate and the im¬ 
plements of farms devoted to the pro¬ 
duction of cotton, fruit, rice, sugar, to¬ 
bacco, vegetables and general farming. 
The exports in 1900 amounted to one- 
eighth of the production. 

While there has been a positive in¬ 
crease in the national stock of meat 
animals since 1840, the year in which 
the first live stock census took place, 
there has been a relative decrease. If 
the ratio of animals to population in 
1840 be represented by 100 the corre¬ 
sponding stock for 1800 was only 59, or. 
In other words, was reduced by more 
thun two-fifths. The decline from 1890 
to 1900 was one-fourth. During the 
four years 1S78-1882 the export of meats 
showed an annual average of 1.340,000,- 
000 poundH. For the fiscal year 1907 the 
export was 2,047.000,000 pounds. It Is 
asserted that the prosperity of the 
raisers aqd slaughterers of meat ani¬ 
mals Is dependent upon finding foreign 
markets for the surplus. In thirty 
years the exports have increased by 
about 50 per cent. 

The dressed weight of the 92,502,000 
meat animals which constituted the 
supply in 1900 was 16.549,921,000 pounds. 
The weight of bones and trimmings of 
this meat is put at 20.4 per cent., giv¬ 
ing H,241,242.000 net edible meat. The 
per capita consumption of meat is less 
than in 1840, at which time it is as¬ 
sumed that meat constituted one-half 
of the national dietary# whereas now it 
constitutes about one-third. In 1900 
the average private family consisted of 
4.6 persons and consumed 855 pounds 
of dressed meat, or 680 pounds of edi¬ 
ble meat Adding the parts which are 
not Included in dressed meat the uver- 
age family consumption was 840 
pounds. 

Tho investigation of meat prices by 
the National Bureau of Labor indicates 
that the average price of meat per 
pound paid by consumers was 12% 
cents In 1900. Yearly increases brought 
it up to 13% or 14 contain 19^5. This 
makes the retail meat bill of the coun¬ 
try for last year $2,304,000,000. Every In¬ 
crease of ono cent a pound costs the 
consumers of the country $168,000,000. 

The per capita consumption of meat 
In the United States, in terms of 
dressed meat, is 18G.X pounds. In Ger¬ 
many it was In 1904. 108.5 pounds, and 
In i906 98.7 pounds. While the con¬ 
sumption of meat was thus de¬ 
clining in Germany the net Import* in¬ 
creased from 367,000,000 to 499,000,000 
pounds. In the United Kingdom the 
average consumption is 121.3 pounds, in 
France 79 pounds, In Italy 46.5, In Aus¬ 
tralia 263, in New Zealand 212, in Cuba 
124. In Sweden 62, in Belgium 70 pounds. 
Thus while the United Slates consumes 
more meat per dgpita. than any of the 
European countries, tney fall much be¬ 
low' tho consumption In Australia and 
New' Zealand. 

The great decrease in the consump¬ 
tion of meal in the United Slates, not 
merely since 1840, but since 3890. is 
probably due in great part to the higher 
prices. There has been probably sonic 
change in the habits of tho people. The 
number of vegetarians has increased. 
We have had large additions to 
our population from countries where

Not¬ 
withstanding his business acumen he is 
still not capable of running at large 
without running amuck and the vlg- 
Jarace of his partners in their capacity 
as keepers remains as rigid as ever.

At 9 o'clock the members of tho George

sonic building and march In full uniform 
parade to tiie *ar barn at Fifth and 
Green streets, where they will board the 
vars for Pewee Valley. From all over 
tne 8tt»t.e gray-clad veterans will pour 
into the camping grounds at the Home, 
wringing with them younger relatives and 
friends to bear witness that the liveliness 
and sturdiness of the days before tue 
war are not yet utterly gone from their 
he*nrts. and tiiat they can be as gay and. 
nrirteous at a love feast and picnic as 
they were serious and valiant on the 
aUtlcheld half a century ago. From the 
auntrvslde around, too. will come farm- 
«ts and suburbanites with theij* families 
and family baskets, to Join In Cue merry- 
.miking and lend tne charm of fellowship. 
Hie Home will provide for all coiners, 
and nil Confederates and their friends 
are cordially invited. 

The Kentucky Division consists of four 
origades. three of which are expected to 
attend In large numbers. The western 
aHgade held its election of offkera some 
time ago, and may send only delegates. 
\tusr the first greetings, tne brigades 
will meet In separate rooms to elect their 
officers. Thereafter they will assemble 
in common to choose their division com¬ 
mander and division officers.

It Is intend¬ 
ed to issue certificates of honorary mem* 
oershlp In the Jefferson Davis Home As¬ 
sociation to everybody contributing one 
lollar or more, until the necessary $50.- 
U)o has been raised. The Kentucky 1)1- 
. iirion will probably report favorably upon 
lie suggestion, and the matter will be 
taken before tho central body of Confed- 
•rnte veterans under Gen. Lee. who 
vTH probably issue circulars broadcast 
.hroughout the .South. 

Col. Young has been gathering some 
• cry Interesting data concerning Confed- 
rate affairs during the past year, which 
ie will Include in his report to-day. Thus, 
or example, ho hns found that there art* 
.:i Kentucky forty-one Confederate mun- 
intents—practically one Jn every town 
•f considerable size—while there Is not In 
the State n single Federal monument. 
This Is all the more strange when It is 
umembered tiiat during the war 40,000 
Confederates were enrolled irt Kentucky 
tH against 72,000 Federals, although, to 
-e sure, many of the Union men came 
from Indiana and the North, while many 
verr foreigners, and a large number ne* 
?r<*es. Moreover, of the forty-one Con¬ 
federate monuments, all except three 
sere raised through the direct efforts of 
the Confederate women of the State.

Duke Hall, presented to tho Homo by 
Mrs. L. Z. Juike. a former Kentucky 
woman, now lining in New York (Tty.

The Home was formerly a 
arge country hotel of the comfortable 
ante-bellum style. It has fe*n exten¬ 
sively remodeled sli.ee I's purehas? by 
ifie Confederate veterans, and un infirm¬ 
ary and hospital have been added. The 
tew addition is both t **huiie| and un as- 
*< inbly hall, seating about three thousand 
people. 

Besides the speech of reception* to be 
'• cHvcred by C'ol. Young upon t‘r«f nres- 
ntatirjii of Duke lla l, addresses will be 
lelivered by Gen. 8iinou Bollvur Buck- 
»cr and other prominent veterans. The 
eunlon will Inst only to-day. although 
imuy of the visiting Veterans will remain 
in Louis villa for soim* few days longer.

MaJ. Joseph Claybrook, City Engineer, 
wns notlffed yesterday by the National 
Concrete Construction Company that 1^ 
would not undertake, at Its own rlhk, the 
construction of the proposed retaining 
wall at the head of “The Point” before j 
next spring. The company assigned as a 
reason for delaying tho work that high 
water and frosts might injure IL If 
there should be very high water next 
February, or during the June rise, the 
“Cut-off” embankment might give way 
and the houses on "The Point” ue inun¬ 
dated again. 

It was while Owen Tyle- was acting 
Mayor that plans for ^Trengthenlng the 
“Cut-off” embankment, by Jhe construc¬ 
tion of a retaining wall, were discussed. 
The plans were Anally drawn, and the 
contract for the retaining wall awarded 
to the National Concrete Construction 
Company. This was six months ago, but 
before the company could begin work on 
the rota nlng wall It was necessary for 
tho Mayor and the General Council to ap- 
♦ prove ihe contract ’I he contract was 
***nt to the Mayor’s office.and Mayor 
Hlnghnm signed It. but hid secretary 
failed to return It to thu Roald of Public 
in order that it might he sent to 
the General Council for Its approval.
